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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the heating wires embedded in the 
seating surface must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Katz. 

In regard to claim 1, Katz discloses (fig. 1) an electrofusion joint made of a thermoplastic 
resin comprising a saddle portion 22, including but not limited to a saddle joint or service tee 
joint comprising a saddle portion provided with heating wires 6 embedded in its seating surface 
to be joined to an outer circumferential surface of a resin pipe; a spigot projecting 34 from the 
saddle portion or projecting in a lateral direction from a trunk portion 2 projecting from the 
saddle portion and to which a branch pipe is to be connected; and collar portions formed on both 
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sides of the saddle portion so that a latch of a clamping device can be engaged; wherein a recess 
is formed (stepped down portion at the base of 2) at least in a part on the collar portion side, 
along the base of the trunk portion 2 projecting from the saddle portion 22. 

In regard to claim 2, an electrofusion joint made of a thermoplastic resin comprising a 
saddle portion 22, including but not limited to a saddle joint or service tee joint comprising a 
saddle portion provided with heating wires 6 embedded in its seating surface to be joined to an 
outer circumferential surface of a resin pipe; a spigot 34 projecting from the saddle portion or 
projecting in a lateral direction from a trunk portion 2 projecting from the saddle portion 22 and 
to which a branch pipe is to be connected; and collar portions formed on both sides of the saddle 
portion so that a latch of a clamping device can be engage; wherein the saddle portion 22 has a 
wall thickness in a range of 6 to 9mm . 

In regard to claim 3, a recess (stepped dovm portion at the base of 2) is formed at least in 
a part on the collar portion side, along the base of the trunk portion 2. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Schweitzer et al., Ohya et al, de Jong, Fedora, Evans, Thalmann, Thalmann '487, 
Grandclement, Vogelsanger et al., Japanese Patent 587,284 Japanese Patent 510,487 and 
Japanese Patent 3,288,095 all disclose similar joints common in the art.
